fair to expect. it from Turopean boys? 4 
shall consider that question, and it may be 
I shall be able to reprosent to the Scoretary 
of State what I betieve to be the view of 


.Yory well and aro progressing steadily, On 
the whole tho state of education in this 
Colony is this,—Her Majeaty’s Government 
have sanctioned a acheme under which all 
classes. and denominations may obtain tho. 
benefit of Government aid; all classes have’ 
come under it, and that. scheme ia now 
tending to give ‘a sound English education 
to tho youth of this Colony. His Exovl- 
leney concluded by thanking the ladies and 
gentlemen for their attendance and con- 
ratulating the numerous prizémen for the

Mr Belilios expressed his gratitude for 
the flattering mention the Governor had 
mado of what he. had done in connection 
with the canse of education.” He did not 
desire-or expect these thanks, He had 
done nothing more than what be. conaider- 
od he was'in duty bound to-do for his 
follow inhabitants, Ho-only hoped that 
men of means and capacious liborality to 


tho majority of the managers of ‘Schools in 
this Colony. This School: in which we aro 
now assembled is now enjoying Government 
aid, and tho question arises, what adyantaga 
does the government get in return for the 
money thus expended, what advantage does 
Her Majesty's Government get. for the ex- 
fonditure authorised under this scheme. 
in the first place I gay it is always the duty 
of the Government to assist education, but I 
think it is especially our duty in this 
Colony to give a sound English education to 
tho children of this Colony. ‘The little 
prizes I havo given to-day ore given with 
the intention of encouraging the study of 
English. The young gentleman (Albert 
Adams) who has so clearly and so well rend 
out the list of the prize-takers takes the first 
rize for English, and no doubt well deserves 
It. Iwould like to say this, gentlemen of 
the Christian Brothors. Dr, Eitel has reported 
that so far as English speaking goes, of all 
the Schools he examines, this is the best, 
{continued applause}; and I belidye also 
in arithmetic he apenks very highly of the 
examination and also in ‘that important 
branch, handwriting. Ina other words in 
English reading, writing and arithmetic 
and even algebra aid geometry the school 
has so far distingyished itself. These 
branches form the basis—a very good basis— 
of a sound mercantile ediication, but: there 
is one subject I would refer to as I have 
roceived an official report about it, and that 


ig that there isn deficiency in English com- 
position, not so much from the fault of the 
teachers, but from the very nature of: tho 
pupils in the school, who are mainly young 
gentlemen of the Portuguese race. Mr 
Loureiro, the Consul for Portugal,. whom 
I am glad to see present, secs that the 
majority of those being educated here are, 
Fortuguese youths, but at the same time I 
claim them-from him as British subjects, 
being born in this Colony. He has only 
the grandfathers and fathers in his charge; 
I haye the charge of these young men. 
{Applauso and loughter) In the address 
which. my young friend Almada read to 
me I was invited to give the boys some 


good advice. I would give you this advice, 
Improve your English Composition. Wo 
all know what admirable clerks the Portu- 
guese make, and how admirably they keoy 
accounts, but they are defective in Englis! 
composition and it is most important that 
you should show.in this as respeotable 
a ‘position as any other school. in the 
Colony. I would thorefore advise you 
to establish amonget yourselves some little 
society or organization where you could 
read little essays aud discuss thom, and 
endeavour to form a library not so’ much of 
heavy but of entertaining works; with these 
and these Seseye and debating together you 
would do mach to.gain a proper knowledge 
of English. In giving out the prizis from 
what i have secon of the books I may safely 
say that you wonld only bo doing that 
which the various donors would like. ‘The 
prizes given by Dr Stewart and others are 
all books pointing in that direction, teachin; 
orinviting to the study of English, 
should also like to say:‘to my young friends

scholarships. The Hon. Mr Ryrie, Dr Eitel 
and the Governor of the Colony are trustees 
of the Belilios-acholarships, dome of these 
will bo devoted to giving medical in- 
struction to Chinese, which I hope to see 
accomplished by the native practiti 
ers of the Tung Wah- Hospital, aided 
by western medical science ‘and skill, Au-~ 
other scholarship goea to the Central School, 
In view of those scholarships I should ask 
my young friends to work beyond tho Sixth 
Standard, to remain a little longer at school, 
being directed in the same way as you have 
been and combining Hnglish education and 


the cause of education would «dd to theatart 
he had made by instituting these scholar- 
ships. Ho bore high tribute to the work 
this school‘had effected, comparing the clork 
service of 1862 with that of 1880, and pic- 
turing tho excellont condition in which we 
ight expect to find it in another twonty 
years. When one European ora native 
Portugusse would be able with an efficient 
etaff of Chinese and Portuguese to conduct 
lorge concerns, remarking that whea large 
profits came to coase cheaper assiatants than 
Oxford and Cambridge men came to be re-. 
quired.
